American Slavery—Canadian Church- 
es and Societies—Fellowship. 


The churches in Canada which apparent 
ly have betrayed the righteous interests 
they profess to teach, a8 regards the ques- 
tion of American Slavery and the Fellow- 
ship, connection or fraternisation with 
American religious Societies, may be classed 
as follows: 

1. The Wesleyan Methodist church in 
Canada. -This church,—and it is a pity to 
be obliged to write of it so;—has a connec- 
tion with the pro-slavery Methodist Episco- 
pal church (north) whose chief establishment 
is at 200 Mulberry Street, New York. 
For in the Jatter church, slaveholders are 
admitted as communion members. Their 
cliss leaders, and even ministers, (or preach- 
ers) hold slaves, buy and sell and, of course, 
traffic in them. Worse still, the “ Canada 
Sunday School Advocate” which is. issued |. 
by the Wesleyan church at. Toronto, is 
printed at 200 Mulberry Street New York, 
and is a copy of the “ Sunday School Advo- 
cate” of the pro-slavery M. E. church (north 
which is printed on Mulberry St, only 
there is this. change, that there is a column 
or a page fur Canadian news, and the word 
“Canada” is prefixed. Methodists of Ca-

In fact ‘¢ Sla- 


irch (north) so write the historias of 
that church in the States, and yet the 
Methodists of Canada are beguiled by the 
“Wesleyan Methodist Conference in Cana- 
da. There is not honesty enough in that 
conference to declare ayainst the sins of the 
M. E. church (north), or to separate the 
fellowship with that church, which has so 
long existed. ‘The Wesleyan Methodists of 
Canada are, apparantly, more tyrannically 
and despotically ruled by their ministers in 
the Conference, and out of it, than the sub- 
jects of the Emperor of Russia, or of the 
Duke of Tuscany. And ow will they bet- 
ter it? ‘The Guardian” published at 
Toronto, will never make its people a whit 
wiser, as regards the slavery question and 
wili continue to deceive its readers, Not so 
“The Wesleyan” published at Syracuse, 
N. Y., which the Methodists of Canada 
should tuke a peep at. It is conducted by 
that portion of the Methodists in the U. S. 
who have seceeded from the M. E. church 
in the U. S., and is known as the ‘* Wesley- 
an church.” 


2. The [Free] Presbyterian church of 
Canada, estimates itself as strictly free from 
all contaminations of Slavery—and it is ad- 
mitted, that that church has set the first 
and best example as regards the regular 
recognition of the rights of the African, the 
escaped fugitive from American Slavery it 
may be, in the establishment of the Buxton 
Mission at Raleigh in Co., Kent, C. W., 
where the temporal wants as well as the 
spiritual, of that class, have been provided 
for. The Rev W. King has charge of that 
mission, and his exertions with the exhibited 
talent of the Africans themselves have done 
muah to show the truth of the philanthro- 
phists expectations, namely : give education, 
religion, and a status to the slave, and he 
will show himself every bit a free man, and 
a good subject. Asa contrast, let us revert 
to the varied squalid objects of humanity, 
among white and freed men and women, 
which are found in our cities and towns, and 
alas! surrounded by the thoaghtless and 
the gay, the ministers and the missionary, 
surrounded too with every advantage as to 
education and civilization, and what condi- 
lion do we find the white man and woman in? 
Let us first give some opportunities to ac- 
quire the best of our social advantages, to 
the poor despis‘d slave—or the escaped 
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should all be watened and repudiated ex 
cepting those of th: Free Bantists, 

4..'The Congregational Denominations, in 
Canada, chiefly represented by the ‘* Con- 


| gregational Union,” should be the freest 


from all connection and fellowship with pro- 
slavery tendencies, as thetr brother ministers 
in the States, show, generally, a very deter- 
mined oppositian to Slavery and to the mal- 
practices-of the A. Lract Society... The Ca- 


resolution agrmse Slavery and the ‘Tract 
Society. But what of that, they favored 
that A. Tract Sosiety by a resolution in 
1854,and some ofthe Congregational Min- 
isters of the Union, fraternize with the pro- 
slavery organizations of the United States. 
Hach church in this body, has a separate 
and exclusive jnrisdiction, and not subject to 
control by other churches of its own body, 
and therefore, separate action is taken by 


fugitive—let every advantage which we are 
entiled to, be held up as an tnducement, 
let them be tried, and they will show them- 
selves to be worthier of the condition than 
our spurious christian men, would falsely 
assert they are-nof. Our christianity 
teaches usa far different lesson, than what 
is shown by minister and people toogeverally, 
to the poor, despised and degraded Afri- 
can. 

Apart from this digression, the Presbyte- 
rian church (Free) in Canada, is not clean 
in this matter either. That church recog- 
nises the publications of the pro-slavery 
Presbyterian Board of Publication of Phila- 
delphia, of the O. S. Presbyterian church of 
the U. S—Besides, an inspection of the 
“ Record,’ published at Toronto by the 
Free Presbyterian church Rev. W. Reid, 
Editor for many years back previous to 18- 
54, and but very sparingly and coldly since, 
will show, that the Free Presbyterians of 
Canada were never informed of the pro- 
slavery tendencies of the American Tract 
Society, the A. S. S. Union, or of other re- 
ligious Societies, whose books and publi.a- 
tions have been permitted, nay helped, to 
be circulated far and wide in Canada, with- 
out rebuke. Also, these publications are 
on a republican basis. ‘The Free Presbyte- 
rian church, with its superior strictness, and 
educational advantaves and acquirements, Is 
more to blame in keeping its people in ignor- 
anee, and above all, is decidedly acting un- 
christianly, intercourse with the Dhiladel- 
phia Board. The agents of the latter are 
in Canada. There is one in London, C. W., 
whose advertisement urging the claims of 
that pro-slavery establishment, stares in 
the face of every free and Joyal Canadi- 
an. 


3. The Regular Baptist church of Cana- 
da, represented by the Christian Messenger, 
published at Brantford C. W., is more deep- 
ly implicated in pro-slavery tendencies, than 
any church in Canada. i has a direct and 
constant intercourse and fellowship with the 
noted pro-slavery Baptist churches in New 
York and the Unite States. There is not 
a more marked religious organization, for the 
fettering of the slave and his rights, in the 
United States, than the Baptist church. We 
except the body, or bodies, which have sep- 
arated from the general Bapust churches. 
hey are the Free or Free Will. Baptists, 
and whose exertions to strike off the fetters 
from the slave, socially, morally and in real- 
ity, should be hailed with joy by all free 
menin Canada. The Baptist church in 
Canada which. fellowships with the Lree 


Baptists of the United States, is represented 


by the Rev. Robert Dick of Toronto, and 
Rev. Mr. Gilmour of Peterborough, and 
that excellent monthly publication, The 
Gospel Tribune, published at Toronto is edit- 
ed by Mr. Dick.—The Regular Baptists of 
Canada intend to found a‘ College” in To- 
ronto, to be called MacLay College, but its 
foundation, and the tendencies of its clerical 
supporters, are connected with blood.— The 
agonised cry of the slave, will echo in its 
walls,” if that church does not repent. The 
Baptist publications from the United States 


some ministers and churches, which involves 
an accusatiou against the body generally. 
It is a pity it isso. The Rev. H. Wilkes 
D. D., of Montreal, a Congregational, and 
the most eminent, perhaps not in scholar- 
ship, in the Body, supported the A. Tract 
Society in January 1856, at a meeting of the 
Montreal Tract Society, and the Key. J.T. 
Byrne of Whitby in January 1855, threw 
discredit on the whole body, by his letters 
then written in favor of the A. Tract Soctety ; 
and some communications have appeared in 
the Canadian Independent (which is pub- 
lished in London, C. W., and its editor Rev. 
W. F. Clarke, a deter nined opponent to 
slavery) one signed S. S. not long since, 
which show an aberrated taste of feeling in 
the Congregational Union of Canada, on the 
subject of Slavery and the pro-slavery so- 
cieties and bodies in the United States. We 
h pe to see this church throughout to be 
more christian in its deportment, in this 
question. We have a feeling of respect for 
the congregationist church, (called “ Inde- 
pendent” in the old conntry) and historically, 
many of our best and valued institutions 
have been kept by them and the Presbyte- 
rians, pure and intact. But we raise our 
voice against both of these churches or their 
proceedings as to the Slave question, and 
fellowshipping with pro-slavery organiza- 
tions in the U.S. 

5. The Methodist church, New Connec- 
tion, in Canada is a pattern and an example 
to the Wesleyan churel in Canada, for the 
former, as recorded in their minutes p. p 16 
and 17, in June 1855, has borne a valuable 
testimony against slavery, and the American 
Tract Society andthe A. Sunday School 
Union. The Wesleyan charch on the other 
hand, has recorded in its minutes the most 
postive ‘statements of fellowship with the 
pro-slavery M. E. church (north) which any 
slavery church could weil desire. The 
Evangelical Witness is the organ of the 
New Connection, and is published in Lon- 
don C. W., and conducted with a humble 
evangelical caste and with ability, and 1s a 
contrast to the Guardian of Toronto which 
is of more pretentions aud prideful bear- 
ing. 

6. The Methodist Episcopal church in 
Canada, by its organ the Canada Christian 
Advocate, published at Hamilton, C. W., 
exerts its inflence against slavery, and long 
may it continue so—There is in this able 
paper, another reflective example to the 
despotic and overbearing Guardian of To- 
ronto. 

7. There is. the United Presbyterian 
church in Canada, represented by the U.P. 
Magazine published at Mr. C. Fleteher’s 
Bookstore, Yonge Street, Toronto, and the 
Presbyterian church of Canada, (in connec. 
tion with the church of Scotland) whose 
organ the Presbyterian is published at Mon- 
treal; and the United church of Eneland 
and Ireland, in Canada (commonly called 
the “ Episcopal church” in Canada) whose 
organ Lhe Church is published at Hamilton, 
©. W., these three churches have not very 
prominently—if almost. anything at all— 
iniliated their respective people and readers 
of their papers, on the pro-slavery tenden- 
cies of the Religious Societies and churches 
of the United States.— We want all Cana- 
dian churches and Religious Societies, and 
Religious Publications, as belonging to a 
country which has proclaimed “liberty to the 
captive,” and that “ Britons shall never be 
Slaves,” to proclaim and declare that free- 
dom from slavery which as Canada church- 
es it ia their duty to do, and that there 
should not. be any FELLOWSHIP with 
the pro-slavery religious organizations of the 
United States. 

8. There arealso the Religions Tract 
Socie ies, and the Bible Societies in Canada 
East and West. At Quebec, Montreal, 
Kingston. Toronto, Dundas, Hamilton, Ni- 
agara and London. prominently, ‘Tract Soeie- 
ties will be fonnd and shame be it written, 
they all connive at and with the American, 
Tract Society and American Sunday School 
Union and grasped by tbe hand all officers 
of societies which comeover from the U. 
States, without an enquiry of “Have you 
“any feilowship with Slavery do you re- 
ceive its gains into your treasury and do 
publish against that vile evil and cause?” 
No such enquiries appear to be made, at least 
our Canadian Societies seem satisfied ! Our 
Bible auziliries are in danger also.

To the Editor of the Provincial Freeman:

Sir :—Since my last, matters generally in 
our town have been going on in the same 
dull round as usual. Spring has fairly set in 
and the times which have been doubly dull 
have undergone somewhat of a change. 
Among the colored people in particular 
there has been more of interest, publicly 
than often occurs in the same space of time, 
regarding themselves, as Canadians, and those 
emigrants from the south, who are constantly 
arriving. 

Our friend Mr. Logan, gave us alecture 
on his return from visiting your town. His 
remarks were attentively listened to and 
seemed to give general satisfaction. Mr. 
L’s chief effort was directed towards arous- 
ing us from the lethargy which generally pre- 
vails, touching matters of read interest. 
During the course of the gentleman’s remarks, 
we were told that on us as Canadians the 
colored people of the United States rested 
their hopes, and that such a consideration 
should be inspiriting. We were alsu advised 
of the perambuiations of an individual from 
this place, who is collecting money ostensi- 
bly tor the benefit of parties here, one man 
with frozen feet was instanced, for woom 
funds have been, or are now being collected; 
the speaker on this subject expressed himself 
some what guardedly, but persons appear- 
ed to know to whom he alluded.

‘Thesiguature Q, was adopted not asa shield 
to cover groundless assertions; but that IJ 
have no craving after the butterfly fame, 
consequent on flaminy one’s name at the end 
of a newspaper article. Where I beg to 
know, are we living that we dare not speak 
out when subjected to such impositions as 
these which 1 now shall lay betore you ; 
a course of which has been pursued for 
years. 

Last spring Mr. Wilson took a sick young 
man to the house of a poor widow, telling 
her that he wished to obtain board and lodg- 
ing for him during his illness, and agreeing 
to pay her a certain amount for the time. 
She recieved the person into ber house on 
the conditions named. On his illness in- 
creasing so as to render attendance constant 
both night and day, she applicd to Mr. W., 
for money; but was put off under different 
pretexts, until the death of the person which 
occurred about eight weeks after coming to 
her door. Iam told by this lady that she 
has never recieved any remuneration from 
Mr. W. though she has made different appil- 
cations. A neighbor of hers also informs 
me that during the close of this man’s life 
the Rev. H. Wilson, would come in:o her 
house and make inquiries concerning him 
instead of visiting him and administerinfi at 
least spiritual consolation. On one of his 
Visits eoncerning the sick man, he stated to 
her that he had written to Toronto for 
money, and that on recieving it he would be 
able to supply the wants of those who came, 
but that he was out of money. whether the 
funds came or not is best known to himseif, 
at all events the debt has not yet been paid. 
—This case occurred shortly after bis 
lengthy annual trip to the States, where he 
had been, as he stated in a sermon delivered 
shortly after bis return—“ skimming of some 
of the cream.” Query. What had become 
of the cream ? in what capacious maw had it 
been deposited in so short a time? “Nothing 
is secret that shall not be made manifest, 
neither anything hid that shall not be known 
and come abroad” Luke, 8, 17.

Affray between the Americans and 
Natives of Panama. 


30 Americans Killed and 20 Wounded, 


ROBBERY BY THE NATIVES. 


We take the following account of the | 


massacre from the Aspynwal Covrver (extra) 
of April 17: 

Another of those terrible fights between 
the natives and foreigners, which have oc- 
curred on the Isthmus several times since 
the emigration to California commenced, 
transpired at Panama on the night of ‘Pues- 
day, the 15th. The result was a most hor- 
rible massacre of innocent passengers a 
great destruction of passengers’ baggage, 
anda devastation of property of both the 
railroad company and individual residents 
near the Panama Railroad station. 

The difficulty originated ina dispute about 
one dime, between an intoxicated passenver 
anda native, respecting payment fora piece 
of water-melon. The story is, that the 


duct of the passenger, drew a knife on seeing 
which the passenger fired at the native, and 
severely wounded him. ‘This brought for- 
ward another native, who stabbed the 
passengers, and-then the combatant increas- 
ed considerably on both sides for some time 
with machetes. * : 

Through the exertions of Mr. J. W. John- 
son, the Panama Railroad Superintendent 
at the Panama station, the fiy bt. was then 
stayed for ashort time. But, anon, it broke 
out with renewed violence, and an apparent 
organization and evident method, which told 
fearfully for the natives. About this time 
it began to be evident that spite against the 
Railroad Company and plunder were the 
clief motives of the atrocities and depreda- 
tions which had been, and were to be com- 
mitted. The first affray occurred between 
6 and 7p. m., and but brief intervals of 
tolerable qniet occurred between that hour 
and midnight. ‘The most terrible assault 
was made between 9 and 10 o’clock. 

All the officials on the station, with the 
exception of the superintendent, Jost every- 
thing they had in clothing and valuables of 
every description. ‘The Panama Railroad 
counting-room, including the desks of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, was en- 
tirely ransacked, and every thing of value 
carried off; the books and papers were cut 
to pieces, and one of the safes (which con- 
tained but little money) was broken open 
and pillaged, while the other was pierced to 
the inner linings, but nothing taken there- 
from. Every drawer and desk and closet 
was ransacked, and nothing was left in its 
place or uninjured. ‘The freight house was 
riddled with balls, and all the baggage that 
had not been put in the lighters to go off to 
the steamer was rifled. ‘he officers all left 
the station except Mr. Center and Mr. John- 
son; they were on the premises until the 
ransacking was nearly completed. Mr Cen- 
ter had several narrow escapes; two men 
were shot by his side, and he avoided the 
same fate by concealing himself among the 
rafters of the buildings. 

Some twenty foreigners were killed, and 
between thirty and forty badly wounded— 
among the latter several women and children; 
among the former were R. W. Marks of 
Pennsylvania, a four years resident ; M. Du- 
bois of Louisiana, also an old resident. 
Both of these were respectable and esteemed 
citizens, whom we have known long and well. 
Mr. Stokes, an officer of the Walker com- 
pany that came to Panama on the Cortes, 
was also among the killed. Of the wound- 
ed, we have the names of — 

Mitchell Bettern, Orleans County, Vt. 
from Gold Hill, Placer County, Cul., was 
found murdered in the works, near the Rail- 
road Station. Hehad $2,000 on bim when 
murdered; so we are informed by one of his 
fellow-passenger. 

An attempt having been made to get the 
passengers who were in the vicinity of the 
station on board the little steamer, the na- 
tives formed a guard at the beach and strip- 
ped men, women and children as they ap- 
proached, taking the women’s rings from 
their fingers and years, and their pms from 
their cuffs and bosoms.
